. Hereas, the Great and Wiſe God, the Creator of all things, 
V \/ having made Man according to his own good pleaſure, hath 
beſtowed on many a plentitul Quantity of Hair to keep them 

Warm, ſome of one Colour and ſome of another, but to Each one of them, 
hath his Providence afforded ſuch a Colour as will ſatisfie an Humble Mind. 

And if any one hath not a ſufficient quantity of Hair to keep him Warm, 
or thro Sickneſs, or by any other Infirmity, or Caſualty looſes his Hair ; a ſuti- 
table and modeſt ſupply may then be very reaſonable,-and no oftence ro God 
or Good Men, and ſuch ſupply of Hair being uſcd, till Natural Hair grows 
again, may afterwards be well laid aſide. 

But if for Pride, or without any juſt occaſion, any that have ſufficient 
Hair to keep them Warm, do cut it off ; eſtexming it not Faſhionable 
or Modiſh, or that it don't curl enough, or is not of {uch Colour as they would 
have it be ; this is not right in the ſight of God, and is an evident Token, his 
Divine Wiſdom, Care and Providence is {lighted and undervalued, by thole 
who are not contented with ſuch Sort, and Colour of Hair, as he hath ſeen fit 
to beſtow ; as if they would alter the Work of Providence, and mend what 
God hath made, 

I felt a Concern upon my Spirit from the Lord, to give a ſhort Teſtimo- 

'- ny againſt-Exeels.in theſe things ; ſeging fo my Sorrow many, both Old and 
Young, run into unneceſſary Wijggs ; and-have found that it bath given occa- 
ſion of offence in divers places. 

Therefore in the Love of God, which now flows in my Heart to all my 
Friends and Brethren, I entreat all to be Careful to ſhun ſuch occaſions, 
and rather to deny themſelves than to give offence to any. 

This Counſel I have taken my ſelf, and by the helping hand of God Al- 
mighty, I intend ſo to continue to the end of my days, and not only in that, 
bur in avoiding all Srperfluity of Naughtineſs whatſoever : for fo is the Will of 
God concerning us, whom he hath cholen above ail the Families of the 
Earth, to place his Eternal Name in, and to be the firit Fruits to his Glory in 
theſe latter Ages of the World. 

Oh ! let us walk circumſpealy, not as Fools whoſe Eycs are abroad, ga- 
Zing upon the fooliſh Faſhions of the World, which will pals away and Pe- 
riſh with the Uſing; but follow him in our Day, whom God hath given for 
a Covenant of Light to us Geptiles; who till leads in the way of Self-denial, 
and in the clean Path of Righteouſneſs, which alone brings ro his Kingdom, 
all who walk in it to the End of their Days. 

So the God of Conlolation be with all his choſen Veſſels, whom he hath 
{anQified to do his Will in the Earth, and Preſerve us all to the End of our 
Days *in Faith, Patience and Well-doing ; that the Worthy and Honous - 
rable Name of the Lord, by which we-are called may be renofned by us?.-”
